The governor immediately issued 
the order for the troops to go to Clay 
county Sunday morning. Later ho 
became suspicious, and after a tele- 
phone consultation with Adjt. Gen. 
Collier and Col. Williams, the orders 
were revoked. The governor says ho 
will do all he can to fix the responsi- 
bility for the fake.

the insurgents rise up 
with new and unexpected numbers and 
power that shatter the hopeful impres- 
sions which have seemed next to c«r 
tainlies. The rebel army has been driven 
from one line of elaborate trenches to 
another and has failed so invariably to 
caeca the advance of our forces that 
General Otis and the War Department 
seemed justified in believing that the 
hard pounding mtiicted upon A«uinal 
do's Army, the cutting off of his sup 
plies and the division of his brigades 
Bust soon have its triumphant effect. It 
has been quite without the bounds of 
reason that the Filipinos should show 
such tenacity and maintain such re 
sources as they have in the face of their 
discouraging campaign. Their bravery 
is scarcely inferior to that of the Ameri- 
cans, and their rapidly learned knowledge 
of the chess-board of modern warfare has 
been shown in many engagements, but 
most notably at Las l'inas. where wo 
came uncomfortably close to a defeat in 
the hardest fight of the war. There is no 
mistaking the significance or the call of 
General Otis for more troops and the 
prompt preparations of the War Depart- j 
ment to comply with bis request. Ii 
means that both are beginning to appre- 
ciate the gravity of the situation, and 
that we must not look for final results for 
some time to come. The approaching 
rainy season will not only seriously ham- 
per the American Army, but will inure to 
the benefit of Aclisaldo by giving him 
time to re-establish his battered army. 
Hereafter optimistic prophesies will be 
taken less cheerfully, and the news of 
actual peace in the islands will be re 
ceived as a pleasant disappointment.

Austin, Tex., July 3.— Reports from 
the Brazos bottoms Sunday reveal a 
deplorable condition. The waters are 
still very high but are slowly reced- 
ing and it is believed that the worst is 
over in that particular section of the 
state. The International & Great 
Northern railroad Sunday morning 
started out a large wrecking force to 
work in the water between here and 
Uenrne to replace the track and 
bridges and they announce tli.t 
they expect to have a train 
operating by Monday at the latest. 
They have several bridges to be re- 
placed and much of their track has 
been under water. The Houston & 
Texas Central do not expect to get 
their trains running for six days yet. 
Their track is four feet uuder water 
for much of its way from Hearne down, 
and, as they have had a number of 
bridges washed away and can not get 
at the creeks to replace them owing to 
the raging torrents, they will of neces- 
sity have to wait until the waters sub- 
side. 

The estimated damage to the coun-
